Fired Editor Reported in Hiding

NASHVILLE. May 8 (AP) 
— The husband of a former 
part-time copy editor for 
The Tennesseean said today 
his wife left home Friday 
with two of their three chil- 
dren after she received 
threatening phone calls 
about her alleged relation- 
ship with the FBI. , 

S. H. Srouji. a state high- 
way engineer, said he had 
not seen his wife, Jacque. 
32, since he left for work 
Friday. He said she declined 
to disclose her whereabouts 
in a phone call to him today. 

(Tennessean pifblisher 
John Seigenthaler told The 
Washington Post today that 
he bad fired Mrs. Srouji 
Wednesday after she admit- 
ted having answered ques- 
tions from FBI agents about 
**at least two'* members of 
his paper's staff. 

He said that "the rights 
and interests" of the staff 
members may have been 
jeopardized by Srouji. 
whose contacts with the FBI 
he was "astounded to learn 
about for the first time last 
week. 

[He did not identify the 
staff members, saying that 
doing so could unfairly stig- 
matize them in the eyes of 
some persons. 

Mrs. Srouji had been on 
the Tennesseean staff since 
last September, but had 
been a full-time copy editor 
and occasional reporter in 
1969 and 1970. 

[In phone interviews Fri- 
day. I^s. Sjouri denied a 


charge she imputed to Seig- 
enthaler — that she had been 
"spying on the staff* for the 


FBI.” Seigenthaler said to- 
day he had not made such a 
charge. 'The only thing I’m 


positive of is that the FBI 
used her,” he said]. 

An Investigator for the 
House Small Business Sub- 
committee on Energy and 
Environment said in Wash- 
ington Friday that FBI 
agent Lawrence J. Olson of 
Oklahoma City, who was in- 
terviewed by the staff for 
six days, told them Mrs. 
Srouji had "a special rela- 
tionship” with the bureau. 

(In Washington, an FBI 
spokesman refused to com- 
ment, but said that FBI Di- 
rector Clarence M. Kelley 
would be glad to testify if 
asked to do so by the 
subcommittee.) 

The subcommittee investi- 
gator said Mrs. Srouji told 
the subcommittee on April 
26 that she had seen "a ton 
of raaterlal” prepared by the 
FBI in its investigation of 
the November, 1974, death 
of Karen Silkwood, who was 
an employee and a union of- 
ficial at the Crescent, Okla.. 
Kerr-McGec Corp. nuclear 
plant Silkwood. who died in 
an auto incident had raised 
questions about the safety 
of the plant’s operation. 

Mrs, Srouji has written a 
book on nuclear power 
called “Critical Mass” that 
includes a chapter on Silk- 
wood’s death. Eight days be- 
fore her death, it has been 
alleged. Silkwood and her 
apartment were contami- 
nated with plutonium. Mrs. 
Srouji suggested in her tes- 
timony that Silkwood may 
have contaminated herself 
or that a dlagruntled worker 


or her union may have done 
it in an attempt to discredit 
Kerr-McGee, the investiga- 
tor said. , 

Mrs. Srouji cited FBI doc- 
uments to support her sug- 
gestions, but refused to 
name her source or discuss 
her source’s conclusions, the 
subcommittee investigator 
said. 

After Mrs. Sroujl’s testi- 
mony. the subcommittee, 
beaded by Rep. John D. Din- 
gell (D-Mich.), called for tes- 
timp^ from Olson, who was 
formerly assigned to Nash- 
ville. The FBI refused -to 
permit him to testify. Din- 
gell could not be reached to- 
day to say if he will sum- 
mon Kelley. i - 

(Seigenthaler said Mrs. 
Sjouri told him that while 
on the staff of the Nashville 
Banner, the evening papbr, 
in the 1960s, she had turned 
over to the FBI materials 
she had gathered while cov- 
ering stories about civil 
rights and dissident stu- 
dents’ activities. 

[Seigenthaler said she told 
him this had been done with 
the Banner management’s 
"knowledge and understand- 
ing and consent” In this 
context “she mentioned 
specifically” the late Jambs 
Stahlman, then publisher uf 
the Banner, he said. 

[At the Banner, an assist- 
ant city editor said the st^ 
had been asked not to dis- 
cuss the matter^ Kenneth JS. 
Morrell, vice president, e^- 
tor and editorial directof, 
who worked closely under 
Stahlman In the 1960s. cotild 
not be reached.]
